Stuffed Cucumbers 

Peel and split medium - sized 
cucumbers and scoop out the 
seeds with the point of a spoon.

Mix and 
season with sait and two table- 
spoons melted butter. Fill the 
cucumber troughs with this mix- 
ture, lay in a buttered baking 
dish and bake about forty min- 
utes or until the cucumbers are 
tender.

Melt one-fourth cup 
butter in a= skillet, add one- 
fourth cup granulated sugar and 
stir until dissolved. Add one 
tablespoon chopped mint leaves 
and tne carrots. Cook until ten- 
der and glazed. Season freshly 
cooked peas with salt and pepper. 
serve surrounded by the minted 
carrot strips: 

Prepare the eggn!ant by cut- 
ting off the top third and par- 
boiling both sections in salted 
water until tender. Drain, holluw 
out the larger. pieces leaving a 
rim about three-quarters of an 
inch thick. Dice the center sec- 
tion and the meat of the smaller 
piece and brown the cubes in 
one-fourth cup melted shorten- 
ine in which three thin slices of 
garlic have been fried. Add one 
cup minced, left-over meat, one- 
fourth cup bread crumbs, salt 
and cayenne to season well. Stuff 
the mixture into the hollowed 
eggplant. Place on a glass baking 
dish, sprinkle with crumbs and 
dot liberally with butter. Bake in 
a hot oven twenty-five minutes. 
This is good with fried or grilled 
slices of tomatoes if tomato is not 
used elsewhere in the menu.
